Dame  Nature  Slows 
Construction  Work 
On  Two  Buildings 

Dame  Nature,  1958,  will  never 
win  a  popularity  contest  among 
construction  workers  laboring  on 
the  two  new  State  College  build¬ 
ings. 

“This  is  the  worst  year  for 
building  since  1951,”  complained 
Mr.  Farrell  Weddle,  Superintend¬ 
ent  for  the  L.  J.  Largen  Construc¬ 
tion  Co.,  Kansas  City.  “We’ve 
been  plagued  with  rain  and  mud 
since  wc  started." 

Basement  Is  Trouble  Spot 
Mr.  Weddle,  in  charge  of  con¬ 
struction  work  on  the  new  Health 
and  Physical  Education  building, 
reports'  that  he  is  running  six 
weeks  to  two  months  behind 
schedule.  Although  the  foundation 
is  completed  and  most  of  the 
structural  steel  is  up,  it  has  been 
Impossible  to  level  the  basement 
area. 

The  ground  around  the  new 
structure  is  tiled,  allowing  little 
of  the  water  to  escape  from  within 
the  basement.  Pumps  and  shovels 
have  been  used  in  an  attempt  to 
remove  the  water.  According  to 
Mr.  Weddle,  basement  work  will 
be  abandoned  temporarily  and  his 
50  to  60  man  crew  will  concen¬ 
trate  on  laying  bricks  up  the  out¬ 
side  frame  of  the  structure. 
Classroom  Building  Progresses 
The  outside  shell,  of  the  new 
State  College  classroom  building, 
southeast  of  the  Union,  is  expected 
to  be  completed  by  October  15, 
according  to  Mr.  Rod  Thomas, 
Superintendent,  Thomas  Construc¬ 
tion  Co.,  St.  Joseph  and  Maryville. 

Heavy  rains  have  also  held  up 
progress  for  Mr.  Thomas.  On 
rainy  days  thc  50  to  75-man 
Thomas  crew  lias  been  engaged 
in  placing  door  frames  for  future 
first  floor  classrooms.  Construc¬ 
tion  of  the  classroom  building  be¬ 
gan  in  mid-March.

The  Union  Board  Constitution  is  Included  hr  the  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  Constitution  as  follows. 


ARTICLE  I  ' 

The  Union  Board  of  Northwest 
Missouri  State  College  is  created 
by  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Student  Government  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  the  purposes  stated  In 
Article  II,  below. 

ARTICLE  n 

The  Union  Board  has  as  its  pur¬ 
pose  tire  development  and  coordi¬ 
nation  of  a  college  union  program 
for  all-school  social  events,  small 
groups,  and  Individuals,  supple¬ 
menting  activities  sponsored  by 
campus  organizations. 

ARTICLE  in 
Section  I. 

,  Tire  Union  Board  shall  be  com¬ 
prised  of:  President,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Com¬ 
mittee  Chairmen,  Committee 
Members,  and  the  Student  Body 
President,  ex-officio  without  vot¬ 
ing  privileges. 

Section  n. 

All  Union  Board  .members  shall 
be  duly  enrolled  students  in 
Northwest  Missouri  State  College. 
They  shall  have  made  application 
for  membership  during  that  cur¬ 
rent  school  year. 

Section  HI. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice-President-elect,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  ability  to  fulfill 
the  duties  their  selected  respec¬ 
tive  offices  require. 

Section  IV. 

Committee  members  must  not 
be  on  any  probationary  status. 
They  must  meet  the  qualifications 
as  stated  in  Article  ITT,  Section  n. 
Section  V. 

The  Union  Board  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  President  of  the 
Board.  A  special  meeting  of  the 
Union  Board  shall  be  called  by 
the  President  of  the  Board  upon 
receipt  of  petition  for  a  special 
meeting  signed  by  at  least  ten 
members  of  the  Board.  Business 
at  such  a  called  meeting  shall  be 
restricted  to  items  included  in  the 
petition  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Union  Board  shall  hereby  be 
created  to  act  as  a  governing 
body  for  the  Union  Board. 

Section  I. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  composed  of  the  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  tlie  Committee  Chair¬ 
men. 

Section  II. 

All  Executive  Committee  mem¬ 
bers  shnll  maintain  an  overall  1.0 
scholastic  average  and  have  had 
one  semester’s  experience  on  the 
Union  Board. 

Section  III. 

1.  Tlie  President  and  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  elected  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Body  during  the  13th  week 
Of  the  second  semester.  Hie  Presi¬ 
dent  will  be  the  candidate  receiv¬ 
ing  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
and  the  Vice-President  shall  be 
the  candidate  receiving  the  sec¬ 
ond  highest  number  of  votes. 
Each  candidate  will  have  served 
one  year  on  any  Union  Board  anti 
must  be  cither  a  Senior  or  Junior 
during  the  year  in  which  he  will 
bold  office.  Eligible  candidates’ 
names  will  appear  on  the  bulletin 
board. 

Applicants  must  register  in 
tte  Registrar’s  office  by  4:00  p.m. 
of  tlie  last  day  that  school  is  in 
regular  session  of  the  11th  week 
of  the  second  semester  so  their 
names  may  appear  in  the  school 
paper  preceding  the  election.  Open 
campaigning  shall  be  from  the 
first  full  day  of  the  13th  week  un¬ 
til  the  third  day  of  the  13th  week 
Which  shall  be  election  day.  All 
Campaigning  must  comply  with 
Student  Senate  election  rules.  All 
posters  and  campaign  material 
bhall  be  down  by  4:00  p.m.  on  the 
day  of  election.  The  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

>.  All  Committee  Chairmen  shall 
be  elected  by  the  past  Executive 
Committee  and  the  President  and 
Vice  -  President  -  elect  during  the 
spring  semester.  A  person  cannot 
be  Chairman  of  more  than  one 
Committee.  Should  a  vacancy  oc¬ 
cur  after  the  initial  election,  the 


remaining  executive  committee 
shnll  have  the  power  to  appoint  a 
new  member  to  that  vncancy.  The 
qualifications  of  a  new  member 
shall  conform  to  those  stated  in 
Article  IV,  Section  n. 

Section  IV. 

There  shall  be  at  least  one  (1) 
regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  during  each 
week  that  school  is  in  regular  ses¬ 
sion  unless  cancelled  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  who  has  had  three  un¬ 
excused  absences  per  semester 
shall  be  subject  to  dismissal  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  All  ex¬ 
cuses  must  be  in  writing  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  during  the  week  prior  to  the 
meeting  which  will  be  missed. 
ARTICLE  V. 

The  standing  committees  shall 
consist  of  at  least  four  members, 
one  from  each  class,  if  possible, 
and  more  as  necessary. 

Section  I. 

The  qualifications  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  members  shall  be  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  Article  m,  Sections 
II  and  IV. 

Section  II. 

All  committee  members  shall 
have  made  application  for  mem¬ 
bership  during  that  current  school 
year. 

Section  m. 

There  shall  be  at  least  one  sep¬ 
arately  scheduled  meeting  of  each 
Committee  during  each  week'that 
school  is  in  regular  session  unless 
cancelled  by  the  Chairman  of  that 
Committee. 

Any  member  of  a  Committee  who 
has  had  three  unexcused  absences 
per  semester  shall  be  subject  to 
dismissal  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  All  excuses  must  be  in 
writing  and  presented  to  that  Com¬ 
mittee  during  tlie  week  prior  to 
the  meeting  which  will  be  missed. 

Each  meeting  should  be  sched¬ 
uled  one  week  in  advance. 

Section  IV. 

The  following  standing  Commit¬ 
tees  shall  exist: 

1.  The  Central  Party  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  sponsor  all  major  all- 
school  social  affairs. 

2.  Tlie  Publicity  Committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  publicity 
for  any  activity  sponsored  by  the 
Union  Board. 

3.  The  Television  and  Movies 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  movies  and  television  programs 
sponsored  by  the  Union  Board. 

4.  The  Tournaments  and  Games 
Committee  shall  be  responsible 
for  all  lessons  and  tournaments 
sponsored  by  the  Union  Board. 

5.  Tlie  Union  Dance  Conunlttee 
shall  sponsor  all  minor  all-school 
dance?  not  sponsored  by  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Party  Committee. 

6.  The  .Fine.  Arts  and  Music 
Committee  shall  manage  the  Music 
Listening  Room  and  plan  various 
’’live”  programs. 

7.  Hie  Improvement  Committee 
shall  sponsor  recommendations, 
additions,  and  improvements  in 
connection  with  the  Union  Build¬ 
ing.  . 

8.  Hie  Decorations  Committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  planning 
and  executing  decorations  for  all 
Union  Board  sponsored  activities. 

9.  Hie  Special  Activities  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  sponsor  special  edu¬ 
cational  activities  of  the  Union 
Board. 

10.  The  Publications  Committee 
shall  sponsor  publication  of  Union 
News. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amend¬ 
ed  by  a  three-fourths  (%)  majority 
of  Executive  Committee  at  any 
regularly  scheduled  meeting.  Such 
an  amendment  shall  have  been 
proposed  at  the  last  regularly 
scheduled  meeting,  and  eacli 
Chairman  shall  have  polled  his 
committee  and  vote  accordingly.

"Measles  aren’t  serious.  -Besides  I’m  not  broken 
out  very  much,  and  I  can’t  miss  ’Roberta’.  I’ll  go 
to  the  show  tonight  and  .theri  go  to  bed  and  stay  ■ 


until  I’m  well  like  the  doctor  told  me.” 

Such  remarks  as  these  show  a  deplorable  lack 
of  social  responsibility.  If  you  care  nothing  for 
your  own  health,  there  is  still  the  health  of  others 
to  be  considered. 

Measles,  mumps,  and  chicken  pox  are  going  I 
the  rounds.  Because  of  the  carelessness  of  some 
students  in  avoiding  the  spreading  of  these  diseases, 
Dr.  Anthony,  College  physician,  has  suggested  some 
simple  health  rules  for  everyone  to  follow. 

Chicken  pox,  mumps,  and  measles  have  an  in¬ 
cubation  period  of,  generally,  from  18  to  21  days. 
That  means  that  there  will  be  that  many  days  be¬ 
tween  the  time  when  you  have  been  exposed  and 
the  time  when  you  may  have  the  disease  yourself. 
These  diseases  are  most  contagious  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease. 

The  symptoms  are  similar  for  all  three :  a  slight 
fever,  soreness  in  the  muscles;  cold;  and  in  cases 
of  measles  and  chicken  pox,  the  appearance  of  a 
rash. 

At  the  first  sign  of  any  of  these  symptoms, 
take  the  following  simple  precautions  your  College 
doctor  advises:  Avoid  drafts,  keep  up  a  good  body 
elimination,  stay  in  bed  and  keep  warin.  And  dc 
consider  your  neighbor.  While  you  have  a  disease 
you  expose  everyone  with  whom  you  come  in  contact
